In the specification, amended paragraph from applicant's amendment filed 
7/13/2006, line 5, "acute shear-cutting edges 12" has been deleted and -shear-cutting 
edges 12- has been inserted. 

In claim 1 , line 14, "said injector nozzle" has been deleted and --wherein said 
injector nozzle- has been inserted. 

In claim 1 , lines 17-18, "said injector nozzle" has been deleted and -and wherein 
said injector nozzle- has been inserted. 

In claim 1, line 30, "acute shear-cutting edges" has been deleted and -shear- 
cutting edges- has been inserted. 

In claim 20, line 28, "acute shear-cutting edges" has been deleted and -shear- 
cutting edges- has been inserted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance of claims 1 and 20 is the inclusion of the limitation "said injector 
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nozzle has an internal nozzle passage that converges to a throat and diverges from said 
throat to a nozzle outlet opening at an end of said injector nozzle" in combination with 
the other claim limitations.
